TEXT OF DECLARATION 


Paris, Dec. 6. 

The . Franeo-German declaration 
which will be signed this afternoon 
by the Foreign Ministers of the two 
countries is, according to reliable in- 
formation, worded as follows: 

“The German Reick Minister for 
Foreign Affairs, Herr Joachim von 
“ibbentrop, and the French Foreign 
Minister, M. Georges Bonnet, have 
on the occasion of thelr meeting in 
Paris cn December 6, 1038, conclud- 
ed the following agreement, in the 
namo, and on behalf of thetr respec- 
tive governments: , 

1, The German and French Govern- 
ments are agreed In the conviction 
that peaceful nelghbourly relations 
between France and Germany ,con- 
stitute ane of the most) cssentint 
elements of the consolidation of con- 
ditions in Europe, and of the main- 
tenatice of general pence. Both 
governnicnts ‘will, therfore, d:vote 
alt thejr efforts to! bringing about and 
assuring the security of such rela- 
tions ‘between thelr two countries. 

.2, Both governments ure agreed 
that no. questions of. a territorial 
natura are pending belween thelr 
countries,. and = they ~ solemnly 
recourse the existing — frontiers 
dividing them as‘definite and final. 

3, Both governments are de- 
termined, subject to thelr special 
talations with third Powers, to re~ 
main in touch with. each: other con- 
serning all questions which Interest

The same quarters point out the 
change which has come over Europe, 
notably jn Franco-Germon relations 
since the signing of the Kelloxg Pact 
in Porls by another German Fofeign4 
Minister, and they stress that the 
Franco-German declaration furntshes 
new evidence of the soundness of 
the principle of bilateral agreements. 


It is further stressed that the ex- 
tent of the transformation operated.

when It Js recalled that in 1934 
France considered the pact between 
Germany and Poland to be an net 
of treason towards France, and to- 
wards the principle of coilective 
security, whereas the French Govern- 
ment to-day regards the bilateral 
Franco-German declaration as an 
effective contribution {to the main- 
tenance of peace. 


The same quarters emphasise that 
the — Franco-German decluration 
should be yegarded os expressing the 
holicy of the aouthoritarinn States. 
At Herr Hitler's wish the Rhenish 
frontier has been pulled down, and 

‘ft is Impossible to foresee the possible 
consequences of the Franco-German: 
declaration, the beneficial effects of 
which will make themselves felt jn 
the years to come, not only for France 
and Germany, but for the whole 
world. 


It fs affirmed, In conclusion, that 
Uke all bilateral agreements entered 
into by ‘the authoritarian States, the 
Franco-German declaration is not 
directed against any third Power.—

Dean Wilson's Address 
To Rotary Club 


The Hongkong Rotary Club was 
enterinined yesterday. by a vivid 
and humorous description of uo visit 
to Persin given by the Dean of St. 
John’s Cathedral, the Rev. J. I. 
Wilson, 


The Hon. Dr. Li Shu-fan presided 
and, with the guests, he welcomed the 
rotum from furlough of Major R, D, 
Walker, General Monuager of the 
Kowloon-Canton Ratlway, 


Major Walker said he visited 
Rotury Clubs in England, America 
and the Continent, including 
Czecto-Slovakia and Hungary. He 
went to the Los Angeles Rotary Club 
and found it large and = extremely 
well-run and friendly. 


The President reminded those pre- 
sent of {ie lim shows being put on 
by the Rotary Club in conjunction 
with the K.ng's Theatre on Wednes- 
day (to-day), The Club were un- 
unimously in favour of this effort to 
raise money for the Chinese refugecs, 
und reference was made to worl 
which the Hon, Sir Shouson Chow 
had put Into the project 


Dean Wilson was then called upon 
to speak. Me said, in briet: 

I urrived at the end of November, 
1923, at Abadan, having made the 
jJourncy out In a tanker of the com- 
pany known then as the Anglo-Per- 
sinn Oll Company. Abadan liternlly 
transinted meuns “the never, never 
land" but this has a nursery connota- 
tlon Implying a Jand of beautiful 
dreams, That is not the Idiomatic

We soon found ourselves stuck on 
u sand bank and all the’ efforts and 
shifting were of no avail to get us off.

To 
make things worse, someone spilt a 
large oil can over: the remaining food. 
There were five of us on board in a 
very small space, two Persians, oan 
Indian, and o Belginn. None of us 
knew ench others languages.

KULING. FOREIGNERS. 


Evacuation Refused By 
Chinese | Authorities 


Shanghat, Dec. 6, 

It is expected that the evncuntion 
of the Kulingy summer resort by 
about 30 = foreigners fitled 
materialise to-day when the Chinese 
military authorittes on Mount 
Lushan refused to permit them to 
come down according to Japanese 
reports.

on, and thelr srt and culture would 
remain for ever a contribution to the 
treasury of the world.

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CATHEDRAL 
JUBILEE 


Solemn Ceremonies Of 
Conservation 


On Thursday, December 8, the 
Feast of the Immaculate Conception, 
the Golden Jublice of the Catholic 
Cathedral in Hongkong will be cole- 
brated. The first Cathedral - of the 
Vicariate was bullt jn 1860 by Mer. 
Ambrosi in Pottinger Street, but the 
rapid Increase in population made it 
necesnary to erect a more spacious 
building. Myr. Ralmundl to collect 
the necessary funds undertook a 
painful ‘journcy through South 
America, and, while he was still there, 
the present edifice was Inaugurated 
on December B, 1088. 


Since that date there has been o 
truly remarkable expansion of 
Catholic life in the Colony. There 
are now ten public churches, and 
within the last decade about forty 
new Catholic buildings have been 
blessed and inaugurated. During the 
past year there have been 25,000 
optisms and the number of com- 
munions, for the same peried, has 
reached almost 1,000,000, 


As an act of thanksgiving the 
Cathedral will be solemnly consccrat- 
ed'on Thursday. By that act it will 
be made a “House of Prayer’ sct 
aside for all time to the service of 
God. It may never afterwards be 
put to any other use. It will be 
amongst the very few—if not actually 
the only consecrated Cathedral in 
China, 


The ceremonies used in the Con- 
secration date from the very cartiest 
years of the Church and, preserved 
with loving care,-have been handed 
down practically: unchanged. On the 
eve of the Consecration the Relics of 
the Martyrs—those who have ‘given 
their lives for God-—will be solemnly 
exposed in a private chapel, where 
the Bishop and his Priests will in 
turn maintain a night watch of 
prayer, 


On the day itself the ceremonies 
wlll begin at 6.15 am. and will be 
conducted by HE. Mar. Valtorta, 
Vicar Apostolle of Hongkong, assisted 
by H.E, Mgr, Da Costa Nuncs, Bishop 
of Macao, and H.E. Mgr. Deswazieres, 
Titular Blshop of Maximiana. The 
order of the ceremonies Js as follows: 


1.—The Triple Blessing of the out- 
side walls of tho Cathedral... - 


2.—The solemn opening of the 
door. : 


3.—The entrance of the Blshop and 
offclating clergy into the Cathedral. 
(They enter alone and the door is 
shut again behind them).

§.~Tho formal taking possession by 
tracing the Latin and Greek Alpha- 
gets (asymbolical of the Universality 
of the Church) in the ashes strewn 
in the form of a Cross on the floor.

Youth Obtains Goods 
With Forged Chop 


Sentences totalling one month and 
twelvo weeks were imposcd on a 
Chinese youth, Chan Nang, 18, when 
he. appeared before Mr. R. Edwards 
at the Central Magistracy yesterday 
and pleaded guilty to four counts, of 
obtaining 60 packets of elastic and 60 
packets of tape by  nicans of false 
pretences from the Nagano Firm on 
December 1, obtalning goods by 
means of a forged document from the 
Chan Yin Haberdashery on Decem- 
ber 4, obtaining goods by means of 
a forged document from the Yan 
Cheong Firm on Deeember 4, and 
possession of a forged die on Decem- 
ber 4, at 148, Queen's Road Central. 

Detective-Sergeant D. Davies told 
the Court that on December 1, de- 
fendant, who was previously a foki 
of the Butterfly Plece Goods Firm, 
telephoned to’ the Nagano Firm and 
suid that he was speaking on behalf 
of the Butterfly concem. He asked 
for 60 packets of tape ana 60 packets 
of elnstic, saying that someone would 
call for the goods. Ten minutes later 
defendant called at the Nagano 
establishment and was recognised as 
n fokl of the Butterfly people. The 
foods were handed over to him. 

Complalnant lcter took the bill to 
the Butterfly Firm, but was told that 
defendant had not been authorised to 
uct on behalf * of them. The goods, 
which were valucd ut $50, were dis- 
covered to have been sold for $39.60. 

On December 4, defendant, follow~ 
Ing the same procedure, went to, the 
Chan Yin Haberdashery and on this 
occasion. produced an order book 
bearing the chop of the Butterfly 
Company. Thiy chop wos ao forgery 
Defendant obtuincd 7 Ibs. of knitting 
wool valued at $26.00, Five pounds of 
the wool were recovered but the re- 
matning two pounds were discovered 
to have been pawned In different 
pawnshops, ° 

Later the same.day, continued Sere 
Reant Davies, the defendant went to

obtaincd 10,000 needles valucd at 
$17.50. He still represented himself 
asacting on behult of the Butterily 
Firm.

Counsel sald that the 
voy, with the approval of his mother, 
would #o back to the remand home 
whence he had been brought, and he 
thought there was suMficient grounds 
to bring the boy before a Juvenile 
Court, where an order could be made 
for his care and supervision in the 
future, ;

NO BORDER DANGER 


“SPPEALS TO- REFUGEES 
TO RETURN 


It Is authoritatively stated that the Hongkong Government 
considers that it ts entirely in the interest of the people both 
of the Chinese districts adjoining Hongkong and of Hongkong 
itself that all the refugees who can return to thelr homes should 
do s0. The frontier ‘ia now safe from all danger, 

It fs understood that the Emergency Refugeo Counc! ‘will 
establish, In the very near future, food kitchens at Shumchun, 
Shataukok, Lokmauchau and Namtau, with a view to encouraging 

- the refugees to return to Chinese territory. 


An authoritative statement on the 
refugees’ in the New: Territoricg 
states that the Hongkong Govern- 
ment considers’ that it is entirely in 
tho interest of the people both of the 
Chinese districts adjoining Hongkong 
and of Hongkong Steclf that all the 
refugees who can return to their 
homes should do soe. The frontie: 
districts are now quite safe from all 
danger. Proof of this was given by 
the complete, withdrawal of British 
troops from the border, 

In order that confidence may “be 
given to the people, the Government 
wishes that any further temporary, 
provision for refugees should be 
made on the Chinese side of the 
frontier, It hog therefore: asked “the 
Emergency Refugee Council, in co- 
operation with the various Chinese 
socictics which have done sQ much 
for the rellef of refugees during the 
recent period of danger, to open food 
Kitchens at once at Shumchun, Shu 
Tau Kok and. Lok Mau Chau, and, 
ny soon as possible, In the nelghbour- 
hood of Nomtau. The Government 
will make {itself responsible for the 
provision of water, sanitary arrange- 
menta and medical attendance at the 
kitchens which it is proposed to open 
just beyond the Hongkong border. 
When these ore opened the food kit- 
cheng at present operating in the New 
Territories will be closed: down. 

In the meantime the Government 
carnestly uests _ that: the In- 
dlser!minate distribution of such food 
us bread and buns and biscults should 
cease) immedintely, The urgent 
need which prompted this method 
ef supplying food now no longer 
exists, and, In spite of the excellent 
infentlons of the donors, the system 
is wasteful ond prevents — the 
establishment of regular provision 
for those who are really in want.

The inquiry into the circumstances 
surrounding the death of a woman 
namcd Ip Kam, who died through 

multiple burns and shock received 
In the big fire in Shanghai Street, 
Yaoumatl,; on November 17, concluded 
at the Kowloon -Mogistracy yester- 
day, 


Mr. Q. A. A. Macfadyen acted os 
Coroner, with the assistance of a 
Jury comprising Messrs. J, Hoare 
(Foreman), Lam Tit- hang and G. A. 
Guttlerres. 


The fire occurred In the carly 
hours of the morning and caused the 
death of 12 persons, 11 of whom 
perishod in the ftames. One person 
dled of injuries in hospital, 


Yesterday, Cheung Scung, woman 
principal tenant of No. 277 Shanghai 
Street, the house which caught fire, 
sald that she had appronchdd’ tho 
rent collector of the house some time 
before the fire concerning the ins- 
tallation af a ladder to rench the 
skyNght in the kitchen, a4 a means of 
escape in case of a fire. Nothing was 
done nbout it, 


After bting addressed by Mr. 
Macfadyen, the jury retired for a 
few menutes and returned the fol- 
lowing verdict and riders: 


“We find that the deceased ip 
Kam died as a result of mulupie 
burns sustained on the second floor 
of No. 277 Shanghai Strect when the 
house caught fire. The cause of the 
fire {s unknown, but it probably orl- 
inated accidentally on the stairs be- 
tween the first and ground floors.

- Hundred Squatters Lose 
Homes in Fire 


A flre which swept through about 
30 squatters’ matsheds at Tat Kok 
Tsul early yesterday afternoon, em- 
phasised anew the danger whch these

crowded, flimsy erections constitute 7 


to the thickly-populated communitics 
of which they are a- part. 

The alarm was raised about 1.30 
p.m,, but in half an hour, despite the 
combined work of the Shamshuipo 
Brigade and an engine crew from the 
Kowloon Fire Station, the blaze had 
wiped out an area appoximately 100 
feet by 30-feet.--A few charred up- 
rights and a jumble of blackened 
tins were all that remained of the 
humble habitations of about 100 
people. 


So far as the police could ascertain, 
no-one was injured in the fire, but as 
the firemen poured water on the ruins 
a number of women stood about be- 
wailing a loss which could be covered 
by about $100, but which involved 
their entire possessions. 

There are between 2,000 and 3,000 
similar matsheds in the Tat Kok Tsul 
area, and in the same section are 
several Umber yards, a coal yard, und 
the A.P.C, petrol depot. Yesterday's 
fire fs believed to have started during 
coolcng operations in one of the huls, 
and these tinder-like structures are 
ever subject to the same danger. 

The risk to other premises lics in 
the fact that a light slab of burning 
roof mattIng may be lifted by only 
a moderate wind and carried to near- 
by propertics, The spreading of such 
a fire would be beyond the control of 
an army of fire-fighters, it Is declared, 
One solution sugested is the allot- 
ment of certain areas to squatters 
very much in the manner. of refugee 
camps, so that they could not erect 
thelr sheds In built-up brceas, -

GOVERNMENT REPLY 


Lord Plymouth, replying to the dc- 
bate, said that Lord Elibank had 
asked what results had come of pre- 
vious deliberations, and he had al- 
Juded fo certain matters in respect 
of these, 

“Ho maintains, I think nerfectly 
rightly, that British interests are 
recelving unfair treatment at the 
hands of tho Japanese Govern- 
ment, : 

“L regret Iam unable to report 
satisfactory progress, but IY should. 
like to inform the House of the 
position with regard to these partl- 
cular matters, 

“Firstly, the position in Tsingtao ts 
very unsatisfactory. 

“Restrictions imposed on shipping 
there constitutes, in the cyes of the 
British Government, deliberate dis- 


crimination agalnst British interests, 
and they consider there fg no valid 
reason whatever why Britith ships 
should not be admitted to the inner 
harbour. 

“Repeated representations have 
bern made to the Japanese naval and 
civil authorities, ns well as to the 
Japanese Government, and the 
British Government trusts that be- 
fore long it will obtain fairer trent- 
ment for our ships, 

“Meanwhile, I can assure the 
House that we shall continue to press 
vigorously on this matter.” 


YANGTSE NAVIGATION 


Turning to the question of naviga- 
tion on the Yangtse, Lord Plymouth 
continucd: “Here again, I regret to 
say the Japanese nre continuing re~ 
strictions on British shipping in 
common with the shipping of other 
foreign countries, and the movement 
of British subjects und goods on the

“The excuse they continue to give 
{s military necessity. 

“On November 7 the fovernments 
of the United States, France and 
Britain made panael representations 
to the Japanese Government con- 
ecrning this, and drew attention to 
the fact that a steadily inercasing 
and regular trade wos being de- 


veloped on the Yangtse by Japanese 
vessels, : . 
“Tho Japaneso reply was o denial 
that such trado actually existed, 
“The .British Ambassador has 
produced further ovidence to sup 
port our contention, which hag 
been broucht to the attention of 
tho Japanese Government. 

“J can only say that, in view of the 
repeated undertakings by the Japan- 
ese Government thot the restrictions 
would be removed us soon os mill- 
tary operations against Hankow were 
concluded, we expect an early im- 
provement in the situation, 

“With regard to Tientsin and North 
China, it is quite true that some Ume 
“igo on emburgo was placed on the 
export of hides from North China. 
‘Last July und August important 
categories were withdrawn from the 
scope of the embargo as‘n result of 
representations by the Britlsh Gov- 
ernment and other governments. Re- 
cently a further embargo was im- 
posed on wool and hemp from Tien- 
tsin, The British and United States 
governments protested against this. 
No settlement has been reached, but 
a monopoly association, formed to 
control the internal sale of wool in 
China, has been dissolved. 


DISCRIMINATORY TAX 

“As regards the discriminatory tax 
on tobacco, we have received no in- 
formation.” 

In reply to a question, Lord Ply- 
mouth promised to inquire further.

Inquest Finds Cause 
Not Ascertainable 


The Inquiry into the circumstances 
surrounding the . death of a woman 
namcd Ip Kam, who died through 
multiple burns and shock received 
in the big fire in Shanghai Street, 
Youmati, on November 17, concluded 
it the Kowloon Maglstracy yester- 
day. . . 


Mr, Q. A. A, Macfadyen acted as 
Corener, with the assistance of a 
Jury comprising Messrs, J. Hoare 
(Foreman), Lam Tit-hang and G, A. 
Guttlerres.. 


The .fire occurred in the carly 
hours of the morning ond caused the 
denth of 12 persons, 11 of whom 
perishzd in the ‘lames, One person 
dicd of injuries in hospital, 


Yesterday, Cheung Seung, woman 
principal tenant of No. 277 Shanghai 
Street, the house which caught firc, 
sald that she had opproachcd — the 
rent collector of the house some time 
before. the fire concerning the ins- 
tnllation of n Jadder to reach the 
skylight in the Isilchen as a means of 
escaps in case of a fire. Nothing was 
done about it. 


After being addressed by Mr. 
Macfadyen, the jury retired for a 
few minutes and returned the fol- 
lowing, verdict and riders: 


“We find that the deceased Ip 
Kam ‘died nn a resuit of multiple 
burns gsustaincd on the second: floor 
of No. 277 Shanghai Street when the 
house caught fire, The cause of the 
fire is unknown, but it probably orl- 
inated accidentally on the stairs be- 
tween the first and ground floors. 


“Rider 1: Some — permanent and 
immovable form of fire escape, an 
iron Inddcr, should be provided to 
connect the ventilation hole with 
the top floor of such houses as are of 
similar construction to No. 277 
Shanghat Street. : 


“Rider 2: Some form of fire 
escape, preferably an ron Indder 
: tnirway, should be provided fn- 
side the house. 


“Rider 3: The stairways already 
existing in this type of houses, which 
are of wood, should be replaced by 
slairs of some more or less non- 
inflainmable material, and any paride 
tions between the stairs and the rest 
of th> house should — be similarly re- 
placed w:th non-inflammable mate- 
rial to give the same protection.” 


MATSHEDS DESTROYED 


Hundred Squatters Lose 
Homes in Fire 


A fire which swept through about 
30 squatters’ matsheds at Tal Kok 
Tsui early yesterday afternoon, cm- 
phasised anew the danger whch these 
crowded, flimsy erections constitute 
to the thickly-populnted communitics 
of which they are a part. 

“The alarm was raised about 1.30 
p.m., but in half an hour, despite the 
combined work of the Shamshuipo 
Br.gade and an engine crew from the 
Kowloon Fire Station, the blaze had 
wiped out an arca, appox:mately 100 
feet by 30 fect. A few charred up- 
rights and a jumble of blackened 
tins were all that remained of the 
humble habitations of about 100 
people. 


So far as the police could ascertain, 
no-one was injured in the fire, bul as 
the firemen poured water on the ruins 
a number of women stood nbout be- 
wailing 0 loss which could be covered 
by ubout $200, but which Involved 
their cntire possessions. 

There are between 2,000 and 3,000 
simllur matsheds in the Tal Kole Tsui 
area, and in the same section are 
several timber yards, a coal yard, and 
the A.P.C. petrol depot. Yesterday's 
fire js believed to have-started during 
cooking operations In onc of the huls, 
und these tinder-like structures are 
ever subject to the same danger, 

‘The risk to other premises Hes in 
the fact that o light slab of burning 
roof matting may be lifted by. only 
a moderate wind and carried to ntar- 
by properties, The spreading of such 
n fire would be beyond the control of 
an army of fire-fighters, it 1s declared. 
One solution suggesicd Is the allot- 
ment of certain arcas to squatters 
very much In the manner of retugce 
camps, s0 that they could not erect 
their sheds In built-up orcas, 

This would allow of better surveli~ 
lance of the squatters themselves, 
and glve' thé police power to preven: 
the throwing up of thelr matchwooc 
clusters in undesirable positions, It ts 
pointed out. 


Delay in Europe Means 
Loss Here 


A record load of outward mail, 700 
Klos, was tuken by the Imperial 
Airways planes Delin and Dardanus 
which hopped off from Kal Tak for 
Bangkok at dawn yesterday. 

It [ys announced that the incoming

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GERMAN | 
ENVOY ARRIVES 


IN PARIS 


Complete Text Of 
Agreement 


PARIS, Dec. 6. 
HERR JOACHIM VON RIB- 
BENTROP, German Foreign 
Minister, with his suite, arrived 
in’ Paris to-day for the signing 
of. the Franco-German declara- 


tion. 

He arrived. at the Gare du 
Invalides, where he was met by M. 
and Mme. Bonnet, and other French 
oMcinls. After an half-hour visit to 
President Lebrun at the Elysee, Herr 
von Ribbentrop Iunched with M. 
Kdouard Dialadier, the Premier, Herr 
von Ribbentrop was wearing the new 
German diplomatic. uniform, which 
he has worn only once before, on 
his visit to Rome. 

There were no anl-German_ de- 
monstrntions on his arrival in Parts. 
The station was decorated with 
tapestries, Mowers, dwarf pinc-trecs, 
and tri-colour ond swastika — fings 
intertwined, but no flags were flying 
In the streets, and no crowds gathered 
on the route from the station to the 
hotel. 

Two thouyand untformed and 
plain-clothes policemen were on duty 
on the route, 

Herr von Ribbentrop was srected 
nt the station by M. and Mme. 
Bonnet, white Republican stuards 
formed n gunrd of honour, 

Herr Ribbentrop told M. Bonnet: “I 
am very happy to be in France. 7 
saw France all-the morning In the 
magnificent sunshine."—Reuter, 


TEXT OF DECLARATION 


Parts, Dec. 0. 

The -Franco-German declaration 
which will be signed this affernoon 
by the Foreign Ministers of the two 
gcuntrics Js, according to reable in- 
formation, worded as follows: 

“The German Reich Minister for 
Foreign Affairs, Herr Joachim vor 
Ribbentrop, and the French Forelgn 
Minister, M. Georges Bonnet, have 
on the occasion of their mecting In 
Parla on December 6, 1938, conclud- 
ed the following agreement, in the 
name, and on behnif of thelr respec- 
tive governments: 

1, The German and French Govern- 
ments are agreed in the conviction 
that peaceful nelghbourly relations 
between France and Germany con- 
stitute one of the most cssential 
elements of the consolidation of con- 
ditions in Europe, and of the main- 
tenance of eneral peace. Both 
governments will, therfore, dzvote 
all their efforts .to bringing about and 
assuring the security of such rela- 
tions between thelr two countries. 

2, Both governments ure agreed 
that no questions of a_ territorial 
nature are pending between their 
rountries, and they — solemnly 
-ecotnise the existing frontters 
dividing them as definite and final. 

3, Both governments are de- 
termined, subject to thetr special 
celations with third Powers, to re- 
main jn touch with cach other con- 
rerning, all questions which interest 
thelr respective countries, and to 
consult each other whenever the 
future development of such auestions 
may lea | to International difficulties.” 


* DECLARATION INTERPRETED 


The Franco-German declaration Is 
interpreted In quarters closely as- 
sociated with the German delegation 
Accompinying the Foreign Minister 
as meaning that the Rhine, hence- 
forth, no longer separates the two 
countries politleally as it had donc 
for centurics, but constitutes a con- 
necting Hnk between them, and thal 
both countries are determined in the 
suture to solve, in a spirit of mutual 
understanding, all problems of 
mutual interest concerning them. 

Hence, according to this inter-~ 
pretation, the famous statement by 
Lord Baldwin, former British Prime 
Minister, that the common Franco. 
Britlsh frontier was on the Rhine, 
has lost its significance. 

The same quarters point out the 
change which has come over Europe, 
notably In Franco-German relations 
since the signing of the Kellogg Pact 
in Paris by another German Forelgn 
Minister, and they stress that the 
Franco-German declaratlon furnishes 
new evidence of the soundness of 
the principle of bilateral agreements. 

lt is further stretsed that the ex- 
tent of the transformatlon operated 
during recent years can be measured 
when it is recoiled that in 1934 
France considered the pact between 
Germany ‘and Poland to be an act 
of treason towards France, and to- 
wards the principle of collectlve 
security, whereas the French Govern- 
ment to-day regards the bilateral 
Franco-German_ declaration as an 
effective contribution fo the main- 
tenance of peace. 

The same quarters emphasise that 
the Franco-German declaration 
should be regarded as expressing the 
folicy of the authoritarian States, 
At Herr Hitler's wish the Rhenisa 
Giontier has been pulled down, and 
it Is impossible to foresce the possible 
consequences of the Franco-German 
declaration, the beneficial effects of 
waich will moke themselves felt in 
the yeurs to come, not only for France 
and Germany, but for the whole 
world, 

It is affirmed, in conclusion, that 
Kise all bilateral agreements entered 
into by the outhoritarinn States, the 
Frinco-German declaration. ts not 
directed agalnst any third Power 
Trans-Occan.

“We were only five minutes from 
our destination when the engines 
commenced to peter out,” another 
member of the crew told a “Tele- 
graph” representative in Manila, 
“It was a qucstion of landing, and 

landing quickly. We didn’t even 
have time to try and land on the 
beach.” 

The pilots revealed that they 
manoped to salvage most of their 
belongings as the plane sank beneath 
their fect. 

Efforts to salvage the machines 
have already commenced, and it is 
hoped that she will be raised within

“The British Ambassador has 
produced further evidence to suP~ 
port our contention, which has 


been brought to the aticntion of; 


the Japanese Government, 

“I ean only say that, in view of the 
repeated undertukings by the Japan- 
ese Government that the restrictions 
would be removed as soon as mill- 
tury operations against Hankow were 
concluded, we expect an early im- 
provemeat in the situation. 

“With regard te Tientsin and North 
China, it Is quite true that some time 
ago un embargo was placed on the 
export of hides from North China: 
Last July and August important 
categories were withdrawn from the 
scope of the embargo as a result of 
representations by the British Gov- 
ernment and other governments. Re- 
cently a further embargo was im- 
posed on wool_and hemp from Ticn- 
tsin. The British tnd United States 
sovernments protested against this. 
No settlement has been reached, but 
n monopoly as Intion, formed to 
control the internal sale of wool in 
China, has been dissolved. 


DISCRIMINATORY TAX

We were a tiny speck, set 
almost on the water-line. <A 
shower of rain would obscure 
us at a mile. Even if it stayed 
clear a ship would have to 
come within five or six miles to 
sight us. And the great ex- 
panse of the sea, stretching 
desolate and empty before us, 
brought home to us the grim 
realisation of the immensity of 
the task. We heard the ships 
exchange messages. We even 
heard Lisbon giving out 
messages to the Press. Ships’ 
calls came to us: “We are on 
our way.” Someone, asked for 
a report of the accident. But 
we could not reply: our batteries 
were too low.

We had not thought of pack- 
ing more juice. We were think- 
ing of lightening the plane as 
much .as we could before we 
started, not loading ourselves 


with safety appliances. We 
took the minimum: batteries, 
fire-extinguishers, everything. 


To add to our gaicties, we 
were sea-sick, I was sen-sick 
for the first time in my life: 
the smell of burning aluminium 
was too much.

The wireless man called out 
he could see smoke on the hori- 
zon.

BONNET'S STATEMENT 


After the conclusion of the con- 
versations, the Foreign Ministers and 
thelr staffs returned to the Hall of 
Clocks in the Foreign Office, and M. 
Bonnet then. read the following 
communique. 

“The vislt of the Relch Foreign 
Minister to Paris on December 6 
has nfforded an opportunity for an 
exhaustive exchange of German and 
French views. 

“In the course of the talks very 
important European problems, and 
especially those questions directly 
relating to the political and economic 
relations between France and the 
Relch were examined, 

“It avag recognised by both. sides 
that the .development of relations 
between the two countries based on 
formal recognition of their frontiers 
will serve, not only thelr common 
interests, but will constitute an cs- 
senthel contribution to the main- 
tenance of peace. 

“Animated by this spirit the For- 
cign Ministers of the two countries 
sluned a declaration which, without 
prejudice to the specinl relations of 
the two governments with third 
Powers, gives expression of thetr will 
to peaceful negotintions on a basis 
of mutual respect, and which thus 
represents an important step on the 
path to general appeasement” 


RIBBENTROP'S REPLY 


err von Ribbentrop then made 
the following statement, first In 
German, then in French; 

“By to-day’s declaration Ger- 
many and France—on the firm 
foundation of thelr friendship with 
other States—agreed to terminate 
thelr century-old frontier dispute, 
and by mutual recognition of thelr 
frohticrs, to pave the way for re- 
clprocal regard and considcration 
for thelr vital national fnterests, 
“As equal partners, the two dig 

nations agree, after the grave cone 
Mlets of the past, to lay the founda- 
tion for good nelghbourly relations 
‘In the future. By this declaration of 
their will, they volce their conviction 
that they have no vital differences, 
which might be on excuse for o 
grave conflict.’ The cconomle in- 
terests of the two countries are com- 
plementary, The French intellectual 
ife hos provided Germary with 
valuable inspiration, and similarly 
Germany had often fortified French 
Intellectual life. 

"The respect which the German 
and French people gained for cach 
other as vallant opponents during 
the great war = shall,- in times of 
pence, find its natural completion and 
deepening” through the excciient 
capacities which distinguish both 
people in thelr worl. . 

“Tam therefore, convinced that to- 
day'a = Franco-German declaration 
will help to remove historic pre- 
judices, and that the relaxation in 
the tension of our nelghbourly rela- 
tions, to which it gives expression, 
will Gnd unanimous approval, ni 
only with the leaders of aur nallons, 
but aloo of the people themselves. 
. "The sentiments which tho 
man people entertain towards the 
reorlentation of Internallonal rela- 
tlons have found their expression in 
the cordial reception which was ac- 
corded to the French Premier, M. 


Daladicr, in Munich. The sympathy 
and) dcmonstrations whieh it has 
been my privilege to witch during 
the few houra of my sojourn in Paris 
show to what a large extent these 
sentiments are shared by the people 
of France. I therefore, regurd the 
hope that the declaration with | in+ 
nururate no new era in the relations 
between our two nations as) fully 
Justified —Trans-Occan. 

RHINE NOW LINKS 

TWO COUNTRIES 

The Franco-German declaration js 
Interpreted dn quarters closely —as- 
soclated with the German delegation 
accompanying the Foreign Minister 
as meaning that the Rhine, hence- 
forth, no longer separates the two 
countrics politically as it had done 
for centuries, but constitutes a cone 
necting Hinkk between them, and that 
both countrics are determined in the 
future to solve, in a spirit of mutual 
understanding, all) problems — of 
mutual interest concerning them. 

Hence, according to this inter~ 
pretation, the famous statement by 
Lord Baldwin, former British Prime 
Minister,, that the common Franco. 
British’ frontier was on the: Rhine, 
has lost its signifcance, 

The same quarters point out the 
change which has come over, Europe, 
notably in Franco-Germun_ relations 
since the signing of the Kellogg Pacl 
in Paris by another German Foreign 
Minlster, and they stress that the 
Franco-German declaration furnishes 
new evidence of the soundness of 
the principle of bilateral agreements, 

It is further stressed that the ex- 
tent of the transformation operated 
during recent years can be measured 
when it Is recalled that in 1934 
France considered the pact between 
Germany and Poland to, be an act 
of treason towards France, nnd to- 
wards the principle of collective 
security, whereas the French Govern- 
ment to-day regards the bilateral 
Franco-German_ declaration as an 
effective contribution to the main- 
tenance of pence. 


The same quarters emphasise that 
the = Franco-German — declaratlon 
should be regarded aos expressing the 
pollcy of the authoritarian States. 
At Herr Hitler's wish the Kthenish 
frontler has been pulled down, and 
it Is impossible to foresee the possible 
consequences of the Franco-German 
declaration, the beneficlal effects of 
which wlll mnke themselves felt in 
the years to conte, not only for France 
and Germuny, but for the whole 
world.

AGREEMENT 
IN BRIEF 


The Franco-German Agree- 
ment was signed in the For- 
cign Office at 3.30 p.m. yes- 
terday. Its provisions are: 


1, Tho German and Fronch 
Governments are agreed in tho 
conviction that peaceful ncigh- 
bourly relations = botweon 
France and Germany constitute 
one of the most essential cfo- 
ments of the consolidation of 
conditions in Europe. and of 
the maintenance of general 
peace. 

Both governments will, 
thoroforc, devote all their 
offorts. to bringing about and 
assuring the sccurity of such 
relations botween their two 
countrics. 

2, Both governments aro 
agreed that no questions of a 
territorial mature aro pending 
between their countrics, and 
they solemnly recognise the 
oxisting frontiors dividing them 
as dofinite and final. 

3, Both governments are de- 
termined, subject to their 
special rclations with third 
Powers, to remain in touch 
with cach other concorning all 
questions which intorost their 
respective countrics, and to 
consult cach other whonover 
the futuro dovclopment of 
such questions may Iecad to 
international difficultics.
